Tothe Editor of the “Daily Press,” 


Mr, Eprtor,—I find your rejoindor to. my let- 
iter of tho. Loth ingt in festerday's ‘* Press”; and 
‘although it commenses.‘with a gratuitious de- 
claration ns to what my Paith is, which I cae 
characterize sis nothing less than a whulesnte

My citations will be partly fro Englich 
sources, partly from American, and to the sub- 
stantia] wool of the argument thus obtained, I 
shall add littleanore than a slight running thread 
of conncetive comment;—the:sivor of an offen-

thus excluded: ; ats. 

Tut, imprimis, as to the first article of my po- 
litieal Faith, of my fidelity we which you arouch 
yourself a Witness :—I lad 'not thought of renesv- 
ing my vows before a foreign audienco; but since 
you de not impute to me a Hamilear-like oath of 
eternal hatréd of cither the modern Rome or 
Carthage, and paint me, rather, as one of many 
miltiona of blind votaries‘around the altar of Un- 
ion, [ean havé. no hesitation in declaring tay 
ineere attaclinent to the Institutions of my 
country or my unswerving loyalty to the consti- 
tution of the United States, although I regard 
them with the temperate udmiration of deliberate 
conviction ‘rather than the inpiuted enthusiastic 
aderations what might be less enduring: 

Heira of the constitutional rights of English. 
men, reaséerted and established nt the period of 
the. comion-wealth- and preserved ‘to them by 
trausplantation before the Iapse from the princi- 
ple of inutuality lietween governors and governed, 
arising from the Iamentable reaction at the period 
of the reatoration, Americans havo hud the vant- 
age-gruund of an unobstructed career before them

SUPREME COURT.—Crows Sipe. 

Fifth day, Tuceday, 23rd Febrsary. 
George Ironside, Fredt, M. Harsant, Josoph, J. 
Roy, William Dolan, Oharles Gaupp, Edward 
Carpenter and-Charles-Speachley, were sworn to 
act a8 jurymen; 
Leow Acnuna, Oow Awixe, Wou Ayvss. and 
Lee Anor, were charged with breaking into a 
Warehouse and stealing some bngs of pepper the 
property of Kwo-meo-wo of the Yuen-fet-horg 
‘A second count charged the prisoners with re- 
ceiving. , 
Tt appeared from the evidence, that from fafor- 
mation received by n Hong coolio in the ewploy 
of the prosecutor, that carly onthe morning of tho 
10th January, he was induced to pay a visit tothe 
warehouse, Which he.found had been” broken into 
during some part of the previous night, and ho 
than saw some loose pepper lying on the ground, 
In looking further -he discuyéred a. continuous 
track of the pepper, which he followed, and found 
that it led to ® house in Taipingshan. - On his 
arrival there he saw «man (the first- prisoner) 
coming out of the house carrying @ baz of popper 
which he idevtified as belonzing to his master. 
He chased and secured this man, (who having 
dropped the bag was making off) and gave him 
over to s policeman, with whom he afterwards re- 
turned to the house, and’again followed the track 
of the pepper, which led them to the rear“of the 
premises, where in.o loft were found the ether 
three prisonors, some moro. popper. and soma 
house brenking implements. ‘The men were all 
teken into eustody. The'first prisoner was found to 
be wating a gaolabirt. 2 os 

His Lordship considering there was uot sufici- 
ent evidence against the three last prisoners, ord- 
ered that they be discharged. f 

The jury immediately found the first. prisoner 
Guilty of receiving ‘the pepper knowing it to have 
been stolen, and he was sentenced to three yonrs 
itnprisonment. 

Quaus AyuTZ was found Guilty of b 
when armed with a Knife, committed an assault 
on Police Constable Martin Payne, while in the 
exccution of his duty, on the 15th of January 
last. 

His Lordabip, in passing sentence said, that 
he regrettod ic was notin his power to award the 
prisoner a much heavicr punishment, and that 
had he been charged with atabbing with intent 
to kill and murder, ke would undoubtedly bave 
been found guilty,in which ease, ho would have 
received ofar more severe sentence. As it was 
however, the. greatest. punishment the law em- 
powered him to inflict on the prisoner ho now or- 
dered, which was'that be be kept to. hard labour 
for a period of two years.
